Yos “Mister jisher Outer” of frequencies ané licences, haven't 
we earned them. 


Those thousands of us who could, fighting in every clime, on 
land, on sea and in the air. Those hundreds left benind because 
of age or some other bar, Trey too have eared that privilege. 
They helped build us the gear we use, tuey also, in their spare 
time, worked hand in hand witn the emergency services, giving 
their time and equipment, where suitable, freely, so that more 
efficient communications might assist in the fight for frecdom. 


Frequency allocations should be made in bands harmonically Z 
related and, although 1.75 M/es will probably have to go, who cares?: 
Has not UiiF working already siomm that it can fill the breach for 
local worting. - 


The )X Bands what will become of them? Tuat question hawnts 
the mind of every iam with a yen for LX ang the friendships it 
brings. 

As to pover; will higher powor make for more efficient conmuni+ 
cation? My answer is, Yos,-if intelligently used. I suggest a 
power limit of 250 watts input to the final amplifier. Beginners 
shoulda be limited to 50 watts for a perio@. An increase to 100 
watts should be then allowed, and if that man uses his additional 
fifty watts intelligently, let him increase power to the limit. 


Most certainly the Institute shovld have a permanent staff; but” 
let that staff be the servants of the Institute and not the Members ~ 
become servants of thé staff, and the Institute a tool in their hands. 


As to the question of having “all amateurs” members of the W.T.A. 
Tae very definition of an amateur precludes that possibility. For 
is not an amateur one interested in erimental Radio," Therefore 
why should all amateurs be forced to join an organisation such as 
the W.I.A. before being granted a transmitting licence. 

By all means encourage membersuip, but do not try to force it. 
For although I am a member of the Institute and will do all in my 
power to help it grow, I am a member voluntarily and therefore an 
enthusiastic member.

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coercion, I should deny myself privileges to 
as a citizen of the country which granted thos 
rather than submit to coercion. 

Amateur Raéio can be and will be better organised in postewar 
years than it was pre-war. 

Yes, service and civilia n reserves should be maintained, and 
although they should, and I think shall have their om operating 
freguencies, it is the patriotic duty of all “iams“ possible to 
belong to suci bodies for nothing more than a square inch of quartz 
to ensure those frequencies are aducredc to. % 

Yes, let the amateur give some of nis time anc the use of his 
gear in reserve e:ercises merely as repayment for a privilege 
extended to him. 

I think the national body of amateurs shoulé act jointly with the 
licencing body in controlling amateur radio anc Cisciplining any 
amateur where such action is necessary. 

It has been proved time and again that co-operation ca n go places 
faster than non-co-operation. 

we ha~ve our hopes, and our fears for amateur radio in tho post 
war yearss I think that if we all co-operate tho issue will be 
decided for us and undoubtedly in our favour.

CY TRANSMISSIONS . 


The following information regarding sta ndard frequency trans~ 
missions is taken from information provided by the Bureau of Stand- 
ards, Ylashington. 

Tae service comprises the broadcasting of standard frequencies 
and standard time intervals from the Bureauts radio station WWV. It 
is continuous at all times day and nigat, from 10 Kw transmittors 
except on 2.5 MC where k KY is used. The services include: (1) 
standard radio frequencies, (2) standard time intervals accurately 
synchronized with basic time signals, (3) standard audio frequencies, 
(4) standard musical pitcn 440 c/s, corresponding to A above middle 


Cs me standard frequency broadcast service males widely available 
the national standard of frequency, which is of value in scientific 
and other measurements requiring an accurate frequency. Any desired 
frequency may be measured in terms of any one of the standard froqu- 
encies, oithor attio or radio. Tais may be done by the aid of har- 
monics and beats, with one or more auxiliary oscillators. 

At least three radio carrier frequencies are on the air at all 
times, to ensure reliable coverarse of the U.S. and other parts of the 
world. The radio frequencies used are: - 


2.5 MC broadcast from 2300 to 1300 GMT 
5.0 MC broadcast continuously day and night. 
10.0 MC i it teat 7 
15 MC MY from 1100 to 2300 GMT. 
tro standard audio freavencies, 440 c/s and 4 000 c/s are broad- 
cast on the radio carrier frequencies.

The audio frequencies are interrupted precisely on the hour and 
‘each 5 minutes thereafter;after an interval of precisely one minute 
they are resumed, This one minute interval is provided in orderto - 
give the station uneenent and to afford an interval for the 
cheoking of radio frequency measurements free from the presence of 
the audio frequencies, The announcement is the station call letters 
WWV in code,exéept at the hour when a detailed annowicement is 
given by voice.This also occurs at half hour periods, 

The accuracy of the freauenciés,radio and audio,as transmitted is 
better than a part in 10,000,000,The time interval marked by the 
pulse every second is accurate to 0.00001 secoud.The 1 minute, 4min- 
ute,and 5 minute intervals,synchronized with the seconds pulses and 
cd by the begimting and ending of the periods when thé avdio 
frequencies are off, are econrate to a part in 10,990,000,

I started experimenting in Ratio in 1908, (No, I won't got out 
and give it up), and I still think there is plonty of ox <sporimenting 
to be done on all the allowed frequencies: I cosider that most of 
tho present engineers of the Broadcasting stations got their Imowledgo 
whilst operating 200 mx band stations, I found ovt some very inter- 
esting facts waile “ontertaining tho B.C.L!s" and was woll on the 
road to F.M. when the “big stoush" started. I certainly did make my 
expotimonts so that "they would entertain the B.CL'S" and from what 
T heard, I succeeded, and hope again to do still some further experi- 
tenting on this band. If 3 N.K. and 3 WO think that this band should 
not be made available to the Institute, then let the Instituto Coun- 
cillors press for a specia 1 licence under special conditions, and a 
special: fee of 5-5-0 be paid for the privilege, then we could see 
yho Gon naety wanted to carry out exporimoents on this band. 

“I am fully in accord with all the rest of the letters of 3NK and 
3179, but for the seke of Ham Radio, never, no never, throw up any of 
the hard fought for privileges granted to experimenters. Romombor 
the oft repeatéd saying, “United we stand; jivided we fall," and "Un- 
ity is Strength."

In event of emergency Patrol vessels ave also responsible for (1) 
the operation of oil retaining booms at petrol depots, (2) supplement- 
ing the manning of fire floats with trained personnel, (3) rescue and 
evacuation of injured from ships and waarves, (4) general Police 
duties - sup ssion of pillaging, looting etc. In the performance 
of these duties man hours save totalle? 269, 067, miles travelled 
121,355 and patrols cavried out number 5,885. 

It is intended that the Patrol should remain as an organised unit 
in te post war era, because it is felt, by both its own executive 
ané certain Government officers, tiat it could continue to serve the 
community as a useful organisation.
